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YEARBOOK  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HEADMASTER 

At  a  conference  1  attended  this  year,  one  of  the  presenters,  an  author,  former  teacher,  independent  school 
trustee  and  now  a  consultant  on  leadership  and  governance,  talked  about  the  deteriorating  attitudes 
towards  institutions  in  the  United  States.  I  think  what  he  says  applies  here  as  well.  It  often  does.  These 
deteriorating  attitudes  are  creating  a  disturbing  distrust  of  the  institutions,  both  private  and  public.  I  think, 
in  many  ways,  he's  right.  We  have  only  to  think  of  the  increasing  cynicism  we  are  exposed  to  from  the 
huge  variety  of  media  we  read,  watch  and  hear.  Healthy  skepticism  is  to  be  encouraged.  Cynicism  is 
destructive  -  the  mean  badge  of  the  nihilist,  as  one  writer  put  it.  Politicians,  business  people,  managers 
of  all  sorts  are  assumed  suspect  about  their  motives,  their  morality  and  their  corruptibility. 

The  presenter  asked  us  if  we  thought  we  could  build  schools  that  were  resistant  to  distrust.  Naturally 
enough,  I  thought  of  Selwyn  House  and  asked  myself  whether  or  not  each  of  our  constituents  could  speak 
well  of  this  school  for  legitimate  reasons. 

Some  of  the  ways  to  build  that  trust  are  to  ensure  that  our  school  is  a  place  where  teachers  know  students 
well;  where  parents  and  teachers  know  each  other  well;  where  the  students  know  they  matter  and  are 
part  of  the  enterprise;  in  a  place  where  everyone  tries  to  do  his  best,  to  be  purposeful;  and  where  everyone, 
not  just  students,  is  committed  to  learning  -  and  where  the  adults  set  the  example. 

1  believe  we  do  have  an  institution  worthy  of  trust  and.  as  you  read  about  the  numerous  school  activities 
and  student  accomplishments  in  this  Yearbook,  try  to  think  about  them  as  a  way  to  measure  the  trust 
we  have  in  this  school,  the  kind  of  trust  that  the  presenter  1  heard  was  talking  about.  Try  to  think  of 
them  as  evidence  that  the  school  is  doing  good  things  for  the  right  reasons.
